THE CONFEDERATE LEADER EX­ 
PIRES AT NEW ORLEANS. 


A fter E igh ty-O n e T ears o f A ctiv ity th e 
G rim R eap er T akes H im O ff-S k etch 
o f H is Career. 


New Orleans, La.; Dee. 6.—Jefferson 
Davis died at 12:51 this (Friday) morning. 
His disease took a turn for the worse 
Thursday night, and all hope 
of 
his 
recovery was abandoned some hours be­ 
fore his death. 
During his illness he has 
been almost constantly attended by his 
devoted wife, and at times it seemed as 
though careful nursing would bring him 
through, but his advanced age has been 
all along a bar to his recovery. 
Shortly before 6 o'clock Thursday even­ 
ing Mr. Davis was attacked by a severe 
congestive chill, followed by a high fever. 
The attack was very sudden, and up to 
almost that moment Mr. Davis’ condition 
was no worse than it has been at any 
time during the 
last 
week or ten 
days. 
In 
the 
height 
or 
his fever 
Mr. Davis passed 
into an unconscious 
condition, and though Mrs. Davis, who 
watched him with the greatest solicitude, 
fancied at times that he responded to her 
words by a faint pressure of the hand; 
not a word passed his lips. 
Justice and 
Mrs. Fenner, the Payne family, Drs. 
Charlier and Bickham and a number of 
the relatives and connections of Mr. and 
Mrs. Davis were present in the chamber of 
death when the end came. 
Jefferson Davis was born in Kentucky, 
Juno It, 1808. 
His parents removed to 
Mississippi while he was a child. 
He en­ 
tered the West Point military academy, 
graduating in 1828, and served against the 
Indians until 1835, when he resigned his 
commission and returned to Mississippi, 
where he married the daughter of Gen. 
Taylor, afterwards President of the United 
States. 
He become a cotton-planter and 
took great Interest in politics, taking a 
prominent part in the election of President 
Polk in 1843. 
He entered Congress in 
1845, 
but 
upon 
the 
breaking 
out 
of 
the 
Mexican 
war 
he 
resigned 
his seat and joined the army as colonel of 
a regiment of Mississippi volunteers, tak­ 
ing part in the storming of Monterey and 
the battle of Buena Vista. 
In 1847 he was 
elected United States Senator from Missis­ 
sippi, and di/Singuished himself by the 
energy with which he defended slavery and 
advanced the doctrine of State rights. He 
resigned his seat in the Senate in ISH to 
assist Franklin]Pierce in his canvass for the 
Presidency, and on Mr. Pierce’s election 
was appointed Secretary of War. 
He was 
again elected Senator from Mississippi in 
1858. but the election cf Mr. Lincoln in 
1860 
and 
the 
secession 
move­ 
ment 
led 
to 
his 
withdrawal. 
He 
was 
elected 
President 
of 
the 
Confederate States in 1862 for six years, 
having been chosen provisional president 
in 1861. 
After the fall of Richmond in 
1865, Mr. Davis, while trying to escape, 
was captured at Irw inville, Ga., and im­ 
prisoned at Fortress Monroe for two years 
while awaiting trial. 
He was released on 
bail in 1867, Horace Greeley being one 
of his 
bondsmen, and all proceedings 
against 
him 
were 
subsequently dis­ 
continued. 
After 
his 
release 
he 
visited 
Europe, 
and on his 
return 
to this country engaged in the life insur­ 
ance business at Memphis, Tenn. 
Some 
years ago a wealthy lady of Mississippi 
left him the estate of Beauvoir in her will, 
and the latter years of Mr. 
Davis’ life 
have been passed there. 
He has lived a 
very retired life, his time being chiefly oc­ 
cupied by literary work, his “Rise and 
Fall of the Confederate Government,’* 
which was published in 1881, being the 
best known of his works. 
In person Mr. Davis was a man of lofty 
dignity, well-poised manners, and distin­ 
guished air. 
But these gifts concealed 
from the superficial view defects of char­ 
acter which were the most serious—indeed, 
almost vital in their consequences—and 
which rapidly developed when he was at 
the head of the Confederate government- 
His dignity was the mask of a peculiar 
obstinacy, which, stimulated by an intel­ 
lectual conceit, 
spurned the counsels 
o 
his 
advisers 
and 
rejected 
their 
plans. 
Curiously 
enough, 
he 
was 
subservient to favorites, and unworthy 
men often secured his aid to their pet pro­ 
jects to the neglect of higher matters not 
thus ceremoniously backed. 
Though of 
broad scholarship and luminous intelli­ 
gence he had little practical judgment, 
his intercourse with men was too distant 
and constrained, and often his judgment 
of particular men was grotesque and ab­ 
surd. 
The 
quick 
apprehension, 
the strong and active common sense, 
the great knowledge of 
men that dis­ 
tinguished President Lincoln and is the 
birthright of all 
great 
leaders, 
did 
not belong to Mr. Davis, but rather the 
elegant and 
brilliant accomplishments 
which dazzled the multitude and confused 
the world. 
Admiration of the man, even 
among his 
followers, 
was 
strangely 
mingled with censure, and 
one party 
was extravagant in 
his praise, and 
the other unlimited in his condemnation. 


A F urnace C on tain in g Tons o f M olten 
M etal E x p lo d es—One Man K illed . 
P ittsb u r g , Pa., Dec. 6.—A terrific ex­ 
plosion occurred at the Sligo iron works 
at South Pittsburg this morning. What is 
known as a cinder-cap on one of the large 
furnaces containing tons of molten metal 
burst and the workmen about the furnace 
were almost covered with red-hot iron. 
Patrick O’Brien, aged 60, was killed, 
his body being burned almost to a crisp. 
James Macbeth and John Kelly were very 
seriously injnred and will probably die. 
A number of others received painful but 
not necessarily fatal injusie3.

EMIN PASHA DYING*

with an accident to-day at Bagamoyo 
which may result fatally. 
Owing to his 
partial blindness he misjudged the height 
of a balcony upon which he had walked, 
and fell a distance of twenty-feet. 
When 
found his right eye was closed and blood 
was issuing from his ears. 
His body was 
terribly bruised. 
The doctors have all 
given up hope of his recovery except Dr. 
Parke, who thinks he may be able to save 
him. 
Stanley, Emin, and Capt. Casati were 
met by C apt Wissmann at Atoni, on the 
Kinghanl river, on Tuesday. 
The occa­ 
sion was duly celebrated by drinking 
healths and loyal toasts in bumpers of 
champagne. 
C apt 
Wissmann provided 
horses, and Stanley and Emin made a 
triumphal entry into Bagamoyo at l l 
O’clock en Wednesday morning. The town 
was profusely decorated with bunting, 
and palms were waving from every win­ 
dow. 
Wissmann’s force and the German 
man-of-war Sperber fired salutes, and the 
vessels in the roadstead were handsomely 
decked with flags. 
Wissman entertained 
the party at luncheon, when the captain 
Of the Sperber formally welcomed Stanley 
and then congratulated Emin on behalf of 
Emperor William.

NATIONAL GUARD OF ILLINOIS- 


Chicago, Doc. 6.—The biggest crowd of 
the season gathered at Judge McConnell's 
court to listen to Mr. Hynes’ plea for the 
State in the Cronin trial. 
The eloquent 
Irish advocate began his speech to the 
jury by congratulating them and himself 
on the near approach of the clo e of the 
trial. 
He said he considered the duty of 
the advocate in a criminal case to be mere­ 
ly to assist the jury. 
To analyze the 
evidence, to present it to them in a com­ 
pact form and logical, orderly sequence 
was all that the lawyer should be expect­ 
ed to do. 
All possible safeguards had been thrown 
by the law around the rights of men 
accused of crime. 
Hearsay testimony had 
been excluded and the strictest rules had 
been laid down defining the limits of evi­ 
dence which might be adduced against a 
man. 
All this had keen done in order 
that it might not be possible that ‘ ‘a man 
might be accused behind his back, tried 
behind his Lack, killed behind his back, 
killed first and accused afterward.” 
As Mr. Hynes uttered this sentence in 
impassioned tones he extended his hand 
toward the men on trial. 
The inference 
he wished to draw was that this method 
of procedure, forbidden by law, not toler­ 
ated by the court, was precisely the course 
followed by the men who first killed Dr. 
Cronin and accused and tried him after­ 
ward. 
“I rejoice to see,” continued the speaker, 
“that the defense has been very much 
narrowed. 
It has been narrowed ever 
since May 8. 
Then it was thac John F. 
Beggs declared that Cronin was all right, 
that he would turn up again. 
Mike 
Whelan has told you about the dispatches 
which were telegraphed here about May 11, 
which said the doctor was alive. 
But for 
the discovery of the body the dupes of the 
triangle would have still believed the in­ 
famous charges that Dr. Cronin was a 
second LeCaron and had gone to England 
to testify against Parnell, to prove himself 
a traitor to the cause he had loved so 
much. 
“Even at the beginning of this trial did 
not the defense actually contend and con­ 
test the identification of the body? That 
has been abandoned since the discovery of 
the clothes and the instruments. 
But at 
the beginning was not every step contest­ 
ed, even to the evidence regarding the 
plate found in the mouth of Dr. Cronin’s 
corpse. 
Had not the clothes and instru­ 
ments 
been found who can tell what 
witnesses 
would 
have 
been placed 
upon 
the 
stand? 
We 
might 
have 
had 
the 
people 
who 
sent 
the dispatches to swear that they saw Dr. 
Cronin alive after May 4. 
The last en­ 
deavor of the defense, as presented by 
Judge) Wing, is: 
’Is it established beyond 
a reasonable doubt thac Dr. Cronin died 
from blows on the head, as charged in the 
indictment?’ 
This is really a confession of 
the weakness of the defense. 
Was there— 
can there—be any doubt in your minds 
that death resulted as Dr. Egbert said, 
from violence?” 
Mr. Hynes said he would call the atten - 
tion of the jnry to the weakness of the de­ 
fense. 
There had been only one attempt 
made at defense. 
It was pitifully weak. 
It was the common defense for criminals 
for whom no other, no reasonable defense 
could ba made. 
Not an habitual criminal 
ever put on trial in the courts of this 
county but put forth this self-same de­ 
fense, the old favorite defense of crimin­ 
als—an alibi. 
“ An alibi is the easiest form of defense 
possible to the criminal. 
In every case of 
any importance good men and good women 
will come forward to prove an alibi. Good 
people—good as the ordinary standard of 
goodness goes—can be found who will 
swear to the circumstances necessary to an 
alibi. 
It is so easy. 
It requires only a 
stretch of memory. 
And it is so easy to 
make a slip m recollection. 
And this is 
the only defense made in this case. 
I will 
not speak disrespectfully of tho witnesses 
—that is, not all of them.” 
Mr. Hynes then took up the alibis of 
each defendant In detail, showing the 
weakness and inconsistency of the evidence 
presented, closing his address late in the 
afternoon. 


Mr. P ow d erly A ddresses th e Farmers* 
N a tio n a l C onvention a t St. L ouis. 
St. L ou is, Mo., Dec. 6.—The Farmers’ 
National Convention devoted the day to 
the proposition of confederation with the 
Knights of Labor as presented by Messrs. 
Powderly, Beaumont and Wright for the 
Knights, Ashley, of Texas, responding for 
the Alliance. 
Mr. Powderly, while not 
advocating amalgamation, strongly urged 
co-operation in all things where their in­ 
terests were mutual. He favorer! especially 
united effort in the direction of influencing 
legislation—congressional, legislative and 
municipal—and to accomplish it he ad­ 
vocated the 
abandonment of political 
lines. 
He would treat all as enemies 
who 
were 
not 
avowed 
friends 
by 
their political 
complexion, 
bo 
what 
it may. 
Mr. Powderly did not favor 
the 
creation 
of 
a 
third 
political 
party, but effective action on the present 
political lines by forcing the nomination of 
men pledged to resist tho aggressions of 
monopoly, an increase of the circulating 
medium, less hours of labor, tho establish­ 
ment and operation of a government tele­ 
graph and to demand and secure co uni 
pay for equal work—the latter referring 
to women workers. 
He did not advocate 
eight hours per day for farm labor, be­ 
lieving It impracticable. 
He would con­ 
trol the transportation question by strin­ 
gent laws zealously enforced. 
Messrs. 
Beaumont and W right discussed, respect­ 
ively, national legislation and the land 
question. 
Mr. 
Ashley responds, in 
general favoring the utterances of Mr. 
Powderly. 
A conference committee was 
appointed to meet to-morrow morning, at 
which a general plan of co-operation will 
undoubtedly be agreed upon. 
Hon. James 
B. Weaver, late of Iowa, addressed the 
convention by invitation, b:ing tempor­ 
arily in the city. 
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TH O U SA N D S ARE STARVING. 


T errible D estitu tio n R eported In D ak o­ 
ta—Im m ed ia te R e lief N eeded. 
Y a n k to n , S. D., Dec. 6 .—Six hundred 
families, or nearly 3,000 persons, 
living 
in Miner county are starving to death. 
Gov. Mellette has arived here after having 
made a thorough investigation of the case 
of alleged destitution, and he says that the 
reports are not in the least exaggerated. 
If relief is not extended at once many must 
die. 
Gov. Mellette is now making a tour 
of the c "unities on the Missouri river slope, 
where crops are good, soliciting aid for 
the destitute. 
M it c h e ll, S. D., Doc. 6.—Gov. Mel­ 
lette was in town to-day from the scone of 
the suffering from crop failure in Minor 
county. 
Practically no crop was raised in 
that section this year and he found 650 
families who needed or would need aid. 
Of these families 210 are now absolutely 
starving and must be provided for at 
once. 
Gov. Mellette said he had hoped 
that the State would be able to provide for 
all the needy in ber borders, but after 
visiting Miner county he was convinced 
that it would be necessary to ask outside 
aid. 
“ I fear the demand will be too great 
and for too long a period for South Dakota 
to meet alone.”

VIRGINIA’S DEBT PROBLEM. 
A S olution S u ggested by Gov. L ee In H is 
A nnual M essage. 


R ichm ond, Va., Dec. 6 .—The Legisla­ 
ture met Wednesday. 
The Senate has 
thirty-one Democrats and nine Republi­ 
cans; the House eighty-five Democrats and 
fifteen Republicans. 
Gov. Lee sent in 
his last 
annual 
message. 
It is de­ 
voted almost exclusively to the State 
debt problem, 
and 
its recommenda­ 
tions on 
this 
point, financiers are a 
unit in saying, are the best thus far ad­ 
vanced, and if adopted will solve the 
problem. 
He points out how the assets of 
the State can be utilized so as to leave the 
outstanding obligations at $17,000,00:), 
with annual interest charges of $510,000. 
He 
recommends funding the various 
classes of disputed bonds at 70, 60, and 
40 cents respectively, making a total 
principal of $14,950,000, en which 3 per 
cent interest would make an annual charge 
of $448,500. 
He tbinks the creditors 
would accept this as a compromise, and 
that such a settlement would bo beneficial 
both to the creditors and the State.

D IE D FO R H IS GRIM E. 


“ H andsom e H arry’’ C arlton H anged for 
th e M urder o f Officer B rennan. 
N ew 
Y o r k ,

6.— “ Handsome 
Harry” Carlton, the murderer of Police­ 
man Brennan, was hanged in the Tombs 
yard Thursday morning at 7:39 o’clock. 
His neck was broken and he did not strug 
gle. 
The prisoner was to have been awak­ 
ened at 4 o’clock, but was sleeping so 
soundly at that time that it was decided to 
let him rest till 5 o’clock. 
At that hour 
he was aroused, got up, dressed himself, 
taking special pains with his necktie and 
hair, and finally selected 
articles for 
breakfast to be ready at 6 o'clock. 
He 
afterward attended mass in the prison 
chapeL 
The remaining time was spent in 
conversing with a priest and prison offi 
dais. 
Ha did not flinch on the way from his 
cell to the scaffold, nor while preparations 
were being made by the hangman on the 
scaffold. 
There was no hitch in any part 
of the execution. 
The body remained 
hanging about fifteen minutes, when tho 
physicians pronounced Carlton dead. 
Carlton was the last New York murder­ 
er to be condemned under the old law, 
execution by electricity now coming into 
force. 
His crime was the murder of 
Policemen Brennen on the night of Oct. 
28, 1888, while resisting arrest. 
At the 
trial the plea of self-defense was entered, 
bat the jury found bim guilty of murder 
in the first degree after being out forty 
minutes. 
Carlton had previously served 
several terms in prison for larceny and 
highway robbery.

V erdict o f th e C oroner’s Ju ry on th e M in­ 
n ea p o lis “ T ribune” F ire. 
M in n ea p o lis, Minn., Dec. 6 .—The jury 
which has been inquiring into the cause 
and responsibility for the death of the 
seven men who were killed at the Tribune 
fire have returned their verdict. 
It is by 
far the most voluminous verdict over ren­ 
dered by a coroner’s jury in Minnesota. 
The jury believes that the Tribune build­ 
ing properly belonged to that class of 
buildings known as manufactories, and 
that the fire-escape law applied to that 
building, consequently the city officials 
were negligent in not enforcing the law 
relative to fire-escapes. The jury finds 
that at least one death would not have 
been caused had it not been for the electric 
wires overhead, and recommends that the 
city take immediate steps to have all elec­ 
tric wires in the heart of the city put un­ 
der ground.

There is a pcmt in the pres'dent a 
rn es8age and in the report of the secre­ 
tary of the treasury that cuts a conspic­ 
uous figure when discussing the ques­ 
tion of revising the tarriff or abolishing 
any part of the i'..tarnal revenue—that 
of the surplus. 
The country was led to believe during 
the campaign cf 1881, that there was an 
annual surplus of 
so many millions, 
that it became dangerous to the govern­ 
ment, and one of the many promises the 
democrats made in that strange cam­ 
paign! was that they would reduoe the 
surplus. 
The twaddle of the campaign 
of 1884 on the surplus was that it 
amonted to over $100,CCO,OOO, but when 
• the democratic treasurer got hold of the 
finances be found it was not even that 
if 
all 
the 
pension 
bills 
were 
paid 
promptly 
and iu full. 
The 
report of Secretary Windom shows that 
from the estimates made for the coming 
year, and after due provision shall have 
been made for meeting the ordinary ex­ 
penses of the government, including the 
requirements of the sinking fund, there 
will remain, under the operation of ex­ 
isting laws, an annual surplus of revenue 
of about $44 OOO,OOO. 
On this point one of the ablest and 
non-partisan writers on finance in this 
country, says: 
The net surplus can not be said to be 
tcextraveg ant as a xeserve for a first- 
class power. It is not desirable just now 
either to begin borrowing again or to 
draw on the banks, for with a fixed vol­ 
ume of currency we can not get any 
more money: 
The only way to replen­ 
ish the exchequer would be to sell bonds 
in Europe and import goods, or issue 
more legal tenders, which last would be 
a popular method with the remaining 
admirers of the war currency. If tem­ 
porary, and for a few millions only, the 
irredeemable iLnatation would not exert 
much expulsive pressure en our large 
stock of gold. 
Now suppose Chat the sugar duty be 
reduoed one-half that is $28,000,009, 
which should be done, and the internal 
tex be taken oif tobacco aud spirits used 
in the arts and sciences, that is §35,000,- 
OOO mere; and the free list of imported 
articles be increased as the president 
suggests, and wisely too, say to the 
amount of only 810,000.000, all told is a 
reduction of 873,000,000. And suppose

expenditures cf the government on the 
increase! It is impossible for the expen­ 
ditures to decrease while the country 
grows larger, while all the appliances cf 
war, and ell the departments of the gov­ 
ernment, and the pension list,are rapidly 
on the increase. 
The surplus is a bugbear. It dees not 
exist; and if those who pretended that 
the internal revenue can be abolished in 
most part and impost duties cut down, 
without making a shortage in the pocket­ 
book of Uncle Sam, will do an anx­ 
ious pnblio a favor.

W ashington, Dec. 6.—The announce­ 
ment was made in the House this morning 
that C. E, Silcott, cashier for Sergoant-at- 
Arms of the House Leedom, has disap­ 
peared with $75,000 of government funds 
intended for payment of members of Con­ 
gress, and is now probably in Canada. 
Silcott was from Ohio and left here on 
Saturday. 
Silcott’s downfall and defalcation are 
understood to be due to stock speculations 
and several extravagances. 
He was a 
frequenter of stock-rooms and race-tracks. 
He supported a mistress and led general­ 
ly a pretty fast life. 
Leedom, sergeant- 
at-arms, to whom he was assistant, is un­ 
der bond of $70,000. 
It is also reported 
that Silcott took $10,000 of money belong­ 
ing to Leedom. 
Silcott’s defalcations are 
now estimated to amount to about $00,000. 
It appears that it had been the general 
custom for members of the House to de­ 
posit nine blank receipts for their pay for 
the n:ne months between sessions, with the 
understanding that the sergeant-at-arms 
would draw tho money for them and send 
it to them. 
Silcott was accustomed to 
take these receipts to the treasury, draw 
the money, get exchange at the banks and 
send it the members. 
He did this all right 
month after month until the very last 
month of 
his 
term 
of 
office. 
On 
Hov. 
27 
Silcott 
presented 
him­ 
self to 
United States 
Cashier 
True 
with a bunch of certificates amounting 
to $36,000. 
These certificates were signed 
by Clerk Clark in the absence of Speaker 
Carlisle, as well as the members of tho 
House for whose salaries they were drawn. 
Silcott represented to the cashier that 
% the next day being Thanksgiving it was 
very desirable that he should have the 
money onWedneslay, as there was no 
balance on which to draw for the mem­ 
bers’ salaries then due. 
To accomodate 
him the certificates were cashed, although 
it is a rule not to pay the sergeant at-arms 
any money before the 30th of the month. 
On Friday, Nov. 29, ho brought up another 
bundle of certificates, also amounting to 
$36,000, and on Saturday a larger bundle 
for $60,000. 
Thus in three days ho drew 
$132,000 from the treasury. 
The cashier had no option but to pay, as 
the law declares that Speaker’s certificates 
shall be mandatory. The certificate, how­ 
ever, Is a virtual receipt for the money by 
the representative, who signs it before he 
gets his salary. 
Thus, if there is a defi­ 
ciency in I eedom’s accounts, the members 
who have signed certificates for the money 
that has been stolen have no rescource 
against the government, for the United 
States Treasurer holds their receipts. 
Stock speculation, race-track gambling 
and the company of abandoned women 
are said to be tho causes of Silcott’s down­ 
fall.

E arly 
A cquaintance o f th e C elestials 
W ith E n g in eerin g Science. 
The 
Chinese suspension bridges, 
dating from the time of the Han dy­ 
nasty (202 ll. C. to 220 A. D.)f furnish 
striking evidence, of the early acquain­ 
tance of tho Chinese with engineering 
science. 
According to the historical 
and geographical writers of China it 
was bhang Sieng, the commander of 
the army under Kaen Tsu, who under­ 
took the construction of tho roads in 
the province of Shense, to the west of 
tho capital, tho high mountains and 
deep gorges of which could be reached 
only by circuitous routes. 
At the head 
of an army of 10,000 workmen Shang 
Leung cut through mountains and lilied 
up tho valleys with the soil obtained 
from the excavations. 
Where, how­ 
ever, this was not sufficient to raise a 
road high enough, ho built bridges, 
resting upon abutments or projections. 
At other places, where the mountains 
wcro separated by deep gorges, he car­ 
ried out a plan of throwing suspension 
bridges, stretching from one slope to 
tho other. 
These bridges, appro­ 
priately called by the Chinese writers 
“flying” bridges, are sometimes so 
high, as to inspire those who crossjj 
them with fear. 
At the present day 
there is still a bridge in existence iii 
Shense, which stretches across a gorge 
of immense depth. Most of the bridges 
are only wide enough to allow of tho 
passage of two mounted men, railings 
on both sides serving for the protection 
of travelers. 
It is not improbable that 
the missionaries who first reported on 
Chinese bridges two centuries ago gave 
the initiative to the construction of sus­ 
pension bridges in tho West.

W a sh in g to n, Dec. C.—The annual re- 


'{ port of Attorney-General Miller has been 
macle public. 
During the yoar 2,287 civil 
suits and 14,533 criminal prosecutions 
were terminated, and there are pending 
2.950 of the former and 7,812 of the latter 
class. 
Mr. Miller recommends that pro­ 
visions be made for a United States peni­ 
tentiary and a United States reformatory, 
the latter being intended for the confine­ 
ment of the milder class of criminals. 
It is also urged that a prison bureau be 
established in the Department of Justice, 
where can be gathered, collated and recorded 
in a permanent form the criminal statis­ 
tics of the United States. 
The Attorney 
General speaks of the importance of some 
changes in the judicial system which will 
enable the courts, and especially the Su 
premo court, to dispose of accumulated 
business and in this connection calls par 
ticuiar attention to the “ Davis bill,” which 
was fully set forth in the report of his 
predecessor for 1885. 
Tho resistance in 
certain Southern communities to the elec­ 
tion laws and prosecutions for violations 
thereof are set out and an increased ap­ 
propriation is asked for court expenses in 
Oklahoma.

VIOLATIONS.

“The gems 
season is over, and gsme wardens ere 
preparing themselves for tbe detection, 
apprehension and punishment of the vi­ 
olators of the game laws. Tbe sportsmen 
ought to be satisfied, Tbe season this 
year was longer than in previous years. 
Last year it waa finished by November 
IO; thia year under tbe new law it was 
extended for almost one month.

Two village newspapers up this way 
are exchanging stories of their ex­ 
periences in reporting plagiarized ser­ 
mons, says a ^Middletown correspondent 
of the New York Sun.

Weekly set out by telling of a church 
in that village whoso pulpit is supplied 
by 
two preachers from neigboring 
towns on alternate Sundays.

other Sunday Pastor A. filled tho pul­

A.’s lips a week before. It is intimated 
that each had cribbed tho discourse 
from an old book 6f sermons and had 
preached it from the same pulpit in 
Sereno confidence that the plagiarism 
would never he found oift. 
Tho Ellenville Journal matches this 
story by another of a clergyman of 
that village who brought to tho office 
tho manuscript of a sermon he had 
preached tho previous Sunday, and 
procured its publication as original 
with him. 
A day or two later some­ 
body handed tho editor a New York 
paper with tho alleged original ser­ 
mon reported in its columns as having 
been preached by an eminent Brooklyn 
divine a month before. 
A similar incident relates to an elo­ 
quent and much admired discourse 
preached by another Ellenville clergy­ 
man.

We were rewarded by re­ 
ceiving from tho preacher cordial con­ 
gratulations on tho strict accuracy of 
our renort of his sermon.”
